Captured In n Dying Condition from Self- 


Zutllctod \YouncU. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.— James B. 


Gentry, the actor who shot Margaret 
Drysdale (Madge Yorke) in a room at 
Zeiss' hotel, this city, on Sunday night 
last, was arrested here at 12:15 this 
morning, at Thirty -third and Columbia 
avenue. 


When arrested, the fugitive mur- 


derer had a fractured skull and a 
broken rib, which penetrated the cov- 
ering of the iung-, and three small stab 
wounds over his heart, where he had 
cut himself with a small penknife in 
an effort to commit suicide. 


He was at once hurried to the Ger- 


man hospital, and the doctors at that 
institution consider his condition se- 
rious. He was evidently a sick man 
before he committed the murder, and 
the exhaustion and exposure since 
then has weakened him greatly. 


He is unable to talk with any degree 


of coherency at present, but stated to 
the doctors that he received his wounds 
by jumping out of a window of the ho- 
tel, and not from a fire escape as was 
before reported.

fiasco. To sit down and deliberately 
plan with the agents of the Kothchilds 
a scheme for the ealo of bonds which any 
man could have known would be in- 
surious to the credit of the government 
is simply outrageous, and only shows in 
another way the danger the country is 
contmually in while a second-rate law- 
yer and a novice is president. There 
was no occasion of raising the question 
as to whether the bonds were to be paid 
m gold or not. To allow it to be raised 
was to endanger the credit of the gov- 
ernment, and yet it was permitted, and 
congress flatly refused to consent that 
such a clause should be written in the 
bonds.

NINE AGED PENSIONERS 


They All Are Widows of Bevolu 


tionary Soldiers. 


Intereatine Extracts from the Record! o 


tlia Pension Office—Storj of the 


Virgin Widow of « Grateful 


Hero of thn Revolution. 


[Special Washington Letter 1 


The soldiers of the war of the revolu 


tion have laug1 since departed this life 
and not one of them remains on the 
(jension roll. The war for the inde 
pendenee of the colonies from Grea 
Britain, and for the establishment o 
the United States, was closed one hun 
dred and thirteen years ago. The men 
who camped with Washington at Val 
ley Forge, who foug-ht with Gates a 
Saratoga, who engaged in the eomba 
at the Cowpens, who mingled their 
blood with the waters of Brandywine 
who compelled the surrender of Lore 
Cornwallis, have all passed over the 
dark river and entered that bivouac o: 
honor and fame which only the angels 
have seen and known. 


But, although the veterans of the 


revolutionary war have gone to the 
Laud o' the Leal, there is still a pen- 
sion list which is mnemonic of thai 
memorable war grapple which resultec 
in the establishment in the new world 
of a government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. The gov- 
ernment is paying monthly pensions to 
nine widows of revolutionury soldiers, 
as shown by a list furnished by the 
first deputy commissoner of pensions, 
Hon. 
Dominick I. Murphy. It is as 


follows: 


Mary Brown, aged 89, residing in 


Knoxvillc, Tenn.; pensioned -for the 
services of Joseph, Brown in the Penn- 
sylvania troops; pension commenced 
February 3, 1853; amount, 812 per 
month. 


Nancy Cloud, aged 81, residing in 


Chum, Va.; pensioned for the services 
of William Cloud in the Virginia troops; 
pension commenced February 3, 1853; 
amount, §12 per month. 


Either S. Damon, aged 80, residing 


in Plymouth Union, Vt.; pensioned for 
the services of Noah Damon in the Mas- 
sachusetts troops; pension commenced 
July 2, 1853; amount, $12 per month. 


Nancy Jones, aged 80, residing in 


Jonesboro, Tenn , pensioned for the 
services of Darling Jones in the North 
Carolina troops; pension commenced 
February 3,1853; amount, Sn per month. 


Eebecca Mayo, aged 81, residing in 


Newbern, Va.; pensioned for the serv- 
ices of Stephen Mayo in the Virginia 
troops; pension commenced February 
3, 1853; amount, "?12 per month. 


Patty Kiehardson, aged 83, residing 


at Eafat Bethel, Vt.; pensioned for the 
services of Godfrey Itichard&on in the 
New York troops; pension commenced 
April 21,1854; amount, 812 per month. 


Mary Snead, aged 78, residing in 


Parksley, Va.; pensioned for the serv- 
ices of Bowdoin Snead in the Virginia 
troops; pension commenced February 
3, 1853; amount, $30 per month. 


Asenath Turner, aped 89, residing1 in 


Manchester, N. Y.; pensioned for the 
services of Samuel Dunham in the Con- 
necticut troops; pension commenced 
June 3, 1879; amount, §30 per month. 


Nancy Weatherman, aged 84, resid- 


ing at Lineback, Tenn.; pensioned for 
the services of Robert Glascock in the 
Virginia troops; pension commenced 
April 12, 1850; amount, fc!2 per month. 


It will be observed that seven of 


these widows receive 313 each per 
month, while the other two receive 330 
each per mouth. This makes a total of 
811,728 per annum. It is a very small 
sum, and yet, although it is an honor- 
able pension roll, made honorable by 
the work and suffering and hardship's 
endured by those pioneers of patriot- 
ism, it is not entirely a worthy pension 
list. The history of each case is on filo 
in the pension office, and it shows that 
some of the widows married old sol- 
diers on the brink of the grave. For- 
tunately, however, the list is better and 
more worthy to-day than it was a few 
years ago. 
Several revolutionary sol- 


diers' widows who were married to dy- 
ing veterans when they were but little 
past girlhood, have died and left on 
the roll more aged relicts of the revo- 
lutionary veterans. 


Mary Brown, of Knoxville, Tenn., is 


89 years of age._ She was married many 


and her husband was approaching his 
70th year when she married him. 


Asenath Turner, of Manchester, N. Y., 


was born 25 years after peace was do- 
dared, and her first husband was well 
along in years when she married him, 
She married a second time.

t Is Designed to Save the People 


Big Money. 


One of the most important bills intro- 
uced in the present legislature is the 
ne prepared by Brad K. Durfee, the 
uperintendent of insurance. It is di- 
ected to save the people many thous- 
nds each year. 
Durfee's bill is voluminous, quite so. 
he most important features are fre- 
uent and official examinations of stock; 
othing less than a $100,000 company to 
e incorporated, 10 per cent, of which 
lall be paid in in cash; stock invested 
n government or state bonds; holdings 


real and personal property to be 


pproved; 
mutual 
companies 
must 


lave 200 separate risks written before 
bartered; mutual may become stock 
ompanies; annual statements to be 
made and all to be published; agents to 


e personally liable; standard policies to 


maintained, doing away with con- 


uaion; foreign companies must have 
equisite capita! and deposit $200,000 in 
overnment or state bonds before doing 
lusiness; foreign companies must ap- 
joint state superintendents; companies 
to be examined at any time desired; 
icense fee of $200 per year entitling 
oreign brokers to do business; all Lloyds 
and other foreign companies shall pay 
annual tax of 2 per cent, on all premiums 
written in state; Illinois companies per- 
mitted to do business in other states. 


The bill provides for appointment of 
State Fire Marshal by the governor, 
or four years, with headquarters at 
hiuago, who shall make investigation 


of all fires through deputy marshals to 
>e appointed by the state marshal, and 
who shall receive fees for each inspec- 
,ion reported direct to the superinten- 
dent, 
immediately 
after 
each fire. 


Where no appointment is made, the 
;own or city clerk shall make report. 


The Marshal and deputies are to be 


empowered to act as Justices in taking 
evidence, administer 
oaths, examine 


buildings at any time where fire has 
been, or adjacent buildings; havp all 
combustible materials removed, a fine 
being imposed for refusal to comply 
with orders. 
Penalty is also attached 


to any eity or town officer who fails to 
make proper returns. The salary shall 
be 84,500, and his deputy shall receive 
12,500; clerks, assistants, etc., to be em- 
ployed when necessary. 
All accounts 


are to be approved by the State Super- 
intendent, and annual reports to be 
made the department.

of trustees, but no decision had ever 
been reached. Within the last thirty 
days a real estate man notified the pres- 
ident of the board of trustees that in his 
opinion if the church would fix a prica 
on the property, if not too high, he 
could effect a sale. The board took the 
matter under advisement, and the result 
was that a meeting of the society was 
called for Thursday night to give an ex- 
pression of their opinion on the matter 
for the guidance of the board. 


The meeting was well attended and 


Milton Johnson, chairman of the board 
of trustees, presided. 
He stated the 


object of the meeting, after which G. W. 
Bright offered a resolution providing 
that a price of 860,000 be fixed upon the 
property. John A. Brown offered aa an 
amendment that the church reserve the 
building. These propositions were de- 
bated by a number of speakers and the 
fact was developed that those present 
were divided in opinion. 
Some were in 


favor of holding on to the property. 
Those who held to this view wore bank- 
ing on the chances of an advance on the 
property. Their views were given in the 
remarks made by John A. Brown. 
He 


said he remembered back 25 years when 
the church sold its property, where the 
National Bank of Decanur now stands 
and purchased and built the property 
they DOW own. 
He recalled the fact 


that at that time 25 feet off the corner 
where the bank stands was purchased 
fo..- 82,500; that the Methodists bought 
the present site 81 feet front for 87,000; 
tbat there was an 11 room house on it 
that the trustees sold for 81,000, leaving 
the cost of the site 80,000 net; that to- 
night we are valuing the property at 
860,000, which is a wonderful advance. 
This, said he, is the best lot in the best 
town in the best state in the Union. In 
20 years this town, with a fair chance, 
will number 60,000 souls. The church 
can hold the property without paying 
taxes or interest for that length of time, 
and on a fair estimate the property will 
be worth §120,000. Another view was 
presented by Elder Galeener, John A. 
Dawson, 
S. M. Lutz and 
others.

financial considerations demanded a 
modern church; that the First M. E. 
church if it would prosper spiritually 
and extend its 
borders must keep 


abreast of the progress of the times. 
They favored putting a fair price on the 
property and selling it. 


After this discussion had run on for 


some time, C. M. Imboden spoke of the 
advantages to.be gained by holding the 
property, arguing that if it was a valu- 
able property to sell it was a valuable 
property to hold. That to eell it at such 
figures as they could probably get, 
after purchasing a lot and 
paying 


indebtedness, would require the raising 
of from $20,000 to 825,000 by subscription 
before a modern church, such as the 
First M. E. church should have, could 
be built, and he held that this was not a 
propitious time to secure subscriptions. 
After concluding his remarks he offered 
a substitute which declared it to be the 
sense of the meeting that the church 
property should not be sold now. After 
some further discussion the substitute 
was defeated; then the amendment re- 
serving the building was defeated; after 
which the proposition to make the price 
860,000 on the property was adopted. 
The meeting was then adjourned.

journed the members of the board of

object is to unite the members for be- 
nevolent and charitable purposes, to 
care for the sick and disabled, bury the 
dead, aid widows and orphans. The 
Switchmen's Mutual Aid association 
at 
one 
time in 
its history occu- 


pied a prominent position in the ranks 
of labor, but owing to the defalcation of 
a trusted financial officer to the amount 
of 835,000 it became defunct. The asso- 
ciation was originally organized in Chi- 
cago in 1877 on a benevoli-nt basis and 
grew to large proportions. Each lodge 
paid a sick and temporarily disabled 
members from $5 to $10 per week, and 
also provided a special funeral benefit 
in case of death. There was disbursed 
in the way of charity and benevolence 
the sum of 81,200,000 in the last ten 
years.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Senator Vilas 


(dem , Wis.) made a long, able and elo- 
quent speech in the senate yesterday 
in defense of the president of the 
United States and his secretary of the 
treasury in the matter of the sale of 
862,000,000 of 4-per-cent. bonds for gold. 
The speech was made on the bill be- 
fore the senate for the coinage of sil- 
ver, but had no reference whatever to 
that bill. Mr. Vilas showed that the 
president had endeavored 
to get 


congress to act upon the financial dif- 
ficulties in which the treasury had 
found itself by the drainage of gold; 
and that as congress had failed to act, 
he had to avail himself of the power 
•which the existing laws gave him and 
to buy gold by the issue of bonds. The 
price obtained for the bonds, Mr. 
Vilas contended, was the highest 
that could be obtained under the 
circumstances; or in other words 
percent, was the lowest rate of inter- 
est at which the bonds would be taken 
by the great banking houses which 
had been applied to. Three and five- 
eighths per cent had b'een offered in 
all the great money centers and had 
be,eu refused; and all because the bonds 
did not provide specifically for pay- 
ment iu gold coin. 


After Mr. Vilas,' speech, Mr. Platt 


(rep , Conn.) made a speech against the 
silver Mil itself.
